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TECHNICAL COMMITTEE REPORT 
by?Chairman, John Miller, K7TT. 


On May 20th in attended a NAPRA meeting to address the packet problem on the 147.08 
repeater. The problem is caused by some of the users on the input of the 146.98 repeater. 
Adjacent repeaters above and below the 147.98 repeater are taking hits on their inputs. 
The problem only exists with synthesized radios. as an example my Icom IC-2 on PTT swings 
+ or —- S@KHz before settling on frequency, approx i2@ ms. later. The problem is 
compounded when audio is present simultaneously with PTT. 

A couple of options were discussed to eliminate the problem. One of which was to add 
a black box between the modem and the transceiver to delay the audio a predetermined time 
after PTT. This I suspect will be used to take care of the problem here locally. 

The second thing discussed was for NAPRA to advise other packet groups nationwide 
thru their network of this problem. It is my hope that the packet groups will apply 
pressure on the software and hardware suppliers of packet modems to add the necessary 
audio delay. ; 

Also if radio manufacturers would build their radios with tighter specs we would not 
have the problem.

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ARRL ACTIONS ON REPEATER MATTERS 


The ARRL executive committee at their March i9th meeting in Arlington, Va. took the 
following actions regarding repeater matters: 


220 MHz. The committee reviewed the League’s continuing response to Docket 87-14. 
Looked at the most recent filing by United Parcel Service and unanimously voted to file 
comments opposing the proposal. 

RM 6274 and 6275. Reviewed two requests for rule making that proposes to expand the 6 
meter repeater band. 

MULTIPLE COORDINATORS. Re. Multiple coordinators in the same area, the League has 
asked the Chief of the Private Radio Bureau to use his good offices to resolve the 
situation. 
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DIVISION DIRECTOR INJURED IN CRASH (Westlink) 


ARRL Northwest Division Director, Rush Drake, W7RM, is reported to be recovering 
nicely following injuries sustained in an automobile accident in Washington DC on Saturday 
March 19th. Rush was wearing his seat belt. 
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FCC PETITION COULD HAVE FAR REACHING IMPACT (Westlink) 


Karl Pagel, N6éBVU’s request would permit only currently active repeater owners, rath- 
er than all amateurs in a given region, to determine who is and who is not a legitimate 
amateur radio frequency coordinator. The purpose of this request would be to prevent any- 
one who was denied coordination because of band crowding or other local conditions, from 
becoming a self made “Instant Coordinator" to the detriment of the local ham community. 
Karl is president of 228 SMA, the Southern California 22@ coordination organization. 
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HEATHKIT TO RELEASE NEW PRODUCTS (Westlink) 


Heath is back with a vengeance. The company has introduced no less than four new 
handies. Two each for the 2 meter and 7@ cm bands. The HWS-2 and HWS-4 are standard 
model hand held transceivers with thumb wheel tuning, dual power levels, repeater offsets 
and optional CTCSS and DTMF capabilities. The deluxe models have keypad operation, LCD 
displays, 2@ channel scanning, channel stepping, RF attenuators, CTCSS encoding/decoding, 
DIMF encoding, programmable offsets and battery savers. All units are fully assembled and 
tested and a full line of options are available. 
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GO TELL IT TO THE JUDGE (Westlink) 


More and more of Amateur Radios problems are being taken to Court. (The American way 
of problem solving:Ed. J It now appears that rivalry between coordination councils may 
wind up in front of a judge. “Jobo the San Francisco Coordinator" wants the Northern 
Amateur Relay Council to go out of business, and she is willing to go to court to get her 
way. Ina telephone press release, Jobo, whose full name is Johanna Bartenolli, says that 
her interests are now represented by a San Francisco Bay area lesbian women’s legal 
rights group and that she and her attorneys will be attending the National Coordination 
Forum in Dayton, Ohio.

In a telephone conversation with Bob Smits, VE7EMD, on Sunday May 8th we learned the 
following: 

PRARFCA has adopted the recent WWARA procedure for SNP channels. (This was just 
approved at the last WWARA meeting) 

They have recommended that 183.5 Hz (PL-1A) be the standard CTCSS tone for B.C. 

They have agreed to the concept of exchanging recognition between the WWARA and 
PRARFCA (See WA7FUS proposal in minutes in this issue) 

Concerns were raised about potential conflicts for spectrum between those that want 
449 mhz spectrum for Packet high speed links and those that wish to use the spectrum for 
ATV. This matter will be brought to the regional meeting in Tacoma in August. 

They had considerable discussion about what to do with Garage repeaters and those 
that are little used. There will be a Proposal made to the group at their upcoming June 
19th meeting that will be along these lines... 
ba Division of the Province into two zones..A and B. A is the higher population region 
around Vancouver and B, the lessor populated areas. 
en In zone A they would na longer coordinate any more COR sustems and in Zone Bs no 
change. . 
an Starting in June they will monitor actual 2? meter repeater usage, starting in January 
of 1989 they will begin to coordinate co-channel systems on lightly used pairs (this will 
be on pairs used in BC...NOT WWARA systems. 

4 Newly coordinated systems will be placed on an SNP channel to determine actual cover- 
age and usage parameters prior to being coordinated onto a regular repeater pair. 

5. Within 3 years of adoption their would no longer be any protection of non-CTCSS 
repeaters, 

6. Their interest is not on the “Big Systems" but on those that have limited 
coverage/use etc, 

ti Design is to make better use of the spectrum and a more even distribution of use. 


It wili be most interesting to see how this all turns out in our neighbor to the 
North. One thing is for certain, despite how un~popular CTCSS operation may seem to some, 
it certainly a great coordination tool that many of the coordinators in BOTH countries are 
turning to better utilize the limited amount of spectrum we have. The question is ....Is 
it more correct to tell a person that he cannot construct a new 2 meter repeater sustem, 
sharing a pair with another ....or is it more correct to tell the applicant that he cannot 
share the spectrum with anyone that those who have come before him have a lock on 
it.... forever.
